ROY LOCHIEL BEATEN AGAIN. 

The track at Lakeside yesterday was, if possi- 
ble, worse than on the.openingday, and the con- 
sequence was the fields were of poor quality, 
owners not caring to take chances with good 
horses. The weather was bright and warm and 
the attendance large. 

Only one pronounced favorite, Provident, in 
the two-year-old race, was successful, though 
Waterman was an equal first choice with Big 
Strive, 

In the opening event at five and a half fur- 
longs, Bob Lee had it all his own way, gallop- 
ing through the heavy going as if he liked it, 
the favorate Ramona being a poor second. 

Nannie Dunn delayed the start for the 2-year- 
olds, acting badly at the post. Thomas Paine 
made the running, and looked like a winner at 
the eighth pole, but Provident caught him on 
the end and won by a length. 

The third race at three-quarters of a mile was 
a match between W’aterman and Big Strive. 
The first named got off with the lead and hold- 
ing it to the end, won by a length. Social 
Smith was third, fifty lengths back. Mayberry 
who was on Frank Jaubert never made an 
effort, finishing last. He was suspended for the 
bad ride. 

Roy Lochiel naturally opened favorite for the 
fourth race at three-quarters of a mile, opening 
at even money. He went back to 11 to 5, and 
the judges grew suspicious, and sent for the 
trainer. Just before the flag fell, a rush on Roy 
Lochiel brought him back to even money, but 
third was the best he could do, Dejure and 
Hinda, both of whom seemed to revel in the 
mud, finishing before him. Costello who rode 
Lochiel was called into the judge’s stand after 
the. race, but the boy did not appear to be to 
blame and nothing was done. 

Excuse was an even money favorite in the 
fifth race. He ran a poor race, Miss Kitty, with 
Dorsey up, and well backed by the knowing ones, 
winning easily, with Warren Point unbacked by 
his stable. 

The last race, at three-quarters of a mile, was 
captured by La Verne, who could not run a yard 
in the mud at Sheffield. London Smoke, who 
was second, might have won with a better boy 
up, Collector and Gratz Hanly, the favorites, 
ran poorly. 

Galen Brown was at Lakeside yesterday. He 
is on his way to St. Louis, where his horses, 
among them Libertine, are.
